Which thing is verified in theſe wordes, where the prai- 
er is mentioned, yet the occaſion wherefore our Sauiour 
Chriſt taught his diſciples to pray, is not here ſpeciſied. But 
in Saint Luke 11. verſe. i. che occaſion oſ theſe wordes is 
euident.

euident. For there iris ſaid that the diſciples of out ſaviour 
knowing that Iohn taught his diſciples to pray » made re- 
queſt to their maiſter that he would doe the ſame tothem 
like wiſe. 

Theſe few wordes ſer before the praier are a comman- 
dement, and it preſcribes vnto vs two duties, the fiſt, io 
ptay, the ſecond to pray after the manner ſollowing: Tou- 
ching the firſt point, conſidering very few among the peo- 
ple know how to pray aright, we muſt learne what it is to 
pray. 
To make praier is to put vp requeſt to God according to his 
word from a contrite heart in the name of Chrift, wth aſſu= 
rance tobeheard, 


For the better opening of theſe words we are to conſi- 


der ſix queſtions, The firſt is, to whome wee are to pray. 
The aunſwere is, to God alone: Rom. 10, 14. How ſhall 
they call on him in whom they haue not belecued, cc. Marke 
how inuocation and faith are linked together: And Pauls 
reaſon may be framed thus, Inwhom we put our athance 
or beleefe,to him alone mult we pray, but we beleeue on- 
lyin God: therefore we muſt onely praie to him . As ſor 
Saints or Angels, they are in no wiſe to be called vpon: 
becauſe not the leaſt title of Gods word preſcribes vs ſo to 
doe : becauſe they cannot heare our praiers, and diſcerne 
vrhat are the thoughts and deſires of our hearts: and be- 
cauſe muocation is a part of diuine worſhip, and therefore 
peculiar to God alone. 

The ſecond queſtion is, what kind of action praier is? 
«Anſwere : it is no lip-labour, it is the putting vp ot a ſute 
vnto God, and this action is peculiar to the very heart of 
a man. Rom. 8.26. The ſpirit mabęs requeſt for vs. But how? 
with grones in the heart. Exod. 14. 15. The Lord ſaith to 
Moiſes, #hy crieft teu Yer there is no mention made 
that Moiſes ſpake any word at all: the Lord no doubt, ac- 
cepteth the inward mourning and deſite of his heart for 
a ctie. Pſal. 3 8. 10. and 11.4. |

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An Expoſition vpon the Lords praier, 
Thethurd queſtion is, whatis the forme or rule,accor- 
ding to which we are to pray. Anſelt isthe reuealed vvill 
and word of G O D. A man in humbling his ſoule before 
God, is not to pray as his affections carrie him, and for 
what hee liſt: but all is to bee doone according to the ex- 
preſſe word. So as thoſe things which God hath comman- 
ded vs toaske, wee are to aske, and thoſe things which he 
hath not commaunded vs to aske we are in no wiſe to pray 
for. 1. Iohn. 5, 14 7 his ts the aſſurance which we haue of. him, 
that if we aue any thing according to his will he heareth vs, 
This thenis a ſpeciallclauſe to be marked, that men muſt 
pray in knowledge not in ignorance, Here wey the caſe of 
poor ignorant people:they talk much ofpraying for them- 
lelues and others, they imagine that they pray very de- 
uoutly to God , but alas they doe nothing leſſe, becauſe 
they know not wliat to aske according to Gods will. They 
therefore mult learne Gods word, and pray according to 
the ſame, elſe it will proue inthe end tliat all theit praying 
_ nothing but as mockivg , and flat diſhonouring of 
The fourth queſtion ĩs. with what afſection a man muſt 
pray.-Anſwer. Praier muſt proceed from a broken and con- 
write heart. This is the ſacriſice which God accepteth. 
Pſalm gi. verſe 17. When Ahab abaſed lumſelfe, though 
he did it i. hipecriſſe, yet G O D had ſome reſpect vntoit. 
1. King. 2 1, verſe. 29. Saith the Lord to Eliah ſceſt then bow A 
hab is humbled before me? This contrition of heart ſtands in 
two things. The firſt of them is a liuely feeling of our on 
ſin, miſerie, and wretched eſtate, how that we are compaſ- 
ſed about with inumerable enemies, euen with the Diuell 
and all his angels, and within a bound euen with huge Seas 
of wants and rebellious corruptions, herby we molt gree» 
uouſly diſpleaſe God, and are vile in our one eies. Being 
therefore thus beſet on euery ſide, we are to be rouche 
withthe ſence of thus our great miſerie. And he that will 
pray aright,muſt put on the perſon and the verie affection 
of a poore wretched begger, and certainly not being gree - 
ued with che tuſul condition in which we ate in our ſelues.

it is not poſſible for vs to pray eſſectuallie, Pſal. 130, ver. i. 
out of the dtepes T called yes thee 0 Lord, that is, when I 


vas in my greateſt miſerie , and as it were not far from the

ulfes of hell, then I cried to God. Eſay, 26.16. Lord in treu- 
c baue they viſited thee , they poured out a prater when thy 
chaſftening was vpon them, 1, Sam.1,15 . I am « woman((aith 
Anna)of an hard ſpirit ;thatis, a troubled ſoule, ard haut 
poured my ſoule before the Lord, Hence it appeareth , that 
the ordinarie praiers of moſt men grecuouſly diſpleaſe 
God, ſeeing they are made for faſhion only, without any 
ſence and feeling of their miſeries, commonly men come 
with the Phanſic in oſtentation ot their integretie, and 
they take great pains with their lips, but their hearts war- 
der from the Lord. The ſecond thing required ina con- 
trite heart, is a longing deſire and hungring aſter Gods 
graces and benefits whereof wee ſtand in need. It is not 
ſufficient for a man to buckle as it vvere, and to goe croo- 
ked vnder his ſinnes and miſeries : but alſo hee muſt 
haue a deſire to be caſed of them, and to be euriched with 
graces needfull. | 
Thus HeJekies the Ling, and the prophet I ſatah the ſonne 
of Amos prated againſt Senacharib, and cried vnte heaven, 
2. Chr. 32. o. Where we may ſee what a meruelous deſire 
they had to obtaine their requeſt. So alſo Romans. 8.16, 
The ſpirit maketh requeſt wid grones ſo great that they can- 
mot be vrtered, as they are felt. Dauid, Plalme.143.6.Saith, 
thar he deſireth after the Lord, as the thirſty land, Now wee 
know that the ground parched with heat, opens it ſelle in 
rifts and cranies, and gapes cowards heauen as though it 
would deuour the clouds for want of moiſture, and thus 
muſt the heatt be diſpoſed ro Gods grace, till it obtaine it. 
The people of Iſraell begin greeuous affliction, how doe 
they pray?theypoure out their [cules like water before the face 
of the Lord, Lam. 2. verſe. 19. a 
The fift queſtion is, in whoſe name praiet muſt be made. 
Anſwer, It muſt not be made in the name of any creature, 
but only in the name and meditation of Chriſt, John 14. 
verſe. 14. Ice as c any thing in my name I will dee it, A man

is not ta preſent lus praiers ro Gad in any worebines of his 
owne ments. For what is he ro make the beſt of himſelfe, 
what can hie make of himſelſe? by nature he is no better 
thenthe very ficebrand of hell, and of all Gods creatures 
on carth the moſt outragious rebell to God, and therfore 
cannot be heard for his one ſake. As for ſaints, they can 
be no mediatots, ſeeing euenthey themſelues in heauen 
are accepted of God not for themſelues, but only forthe 
bleſled merits of Chriſt, Hany man ſinne (ſayth Saint /obn 
1. Epiſtle. cha. z. verſe 1.) YVc haue an aduocate with the fa- 
ther, Ieſus Chriſt. But how proues he this? It followes then, 
And he is the recõciliation for aur ſins. His reaſon ſtands thus, 
he which muſt be an aduocat, muſt fult of al be a recõcili- 
atiõ fot vs; no Saints can be a reconciliation for vs, therfore 
no Saints can be aduocates. Therefore in this place is ma- 
nifeſt another fault of ignorant people. They cry often, 
Lord helpe me, Lord haue mercie vpon me. But in whoſe 
name pray they? poore ſoules like blind bayards they ruſh 
vpon the Lord, they know no mediatour in whoſe name 
they ſhould preſent their praiers to hun. Little doe they 
conſider with themſelues, that God is as well a moſt terri- 
ble Iudge, as amercifull Father. 

The ſixt queſtion is, Whether faith be requiſit to praier 
or not. An ſwere. Praier is to be made with faith, hereby a 
man mult haue certaine aſlurance to be heard. For he that 
ptaieth mult ſtedfaſtly beleeue, that God in Chriſt will 
graunt his petition. This affiance being wanting, it ma- 
keth praier to be no ptaier. For how can he pray for any 
thing elfe ctually, whↄo doubteth whether he ſhall obtaine 
it or no. 

Whereforeit is an eſpeciall point aſpraierʒtobe perſua- 
ded, that God to whom praier is made, not only can, but 
alſo will graunt his requeſl. Marke 1 1.24.##hatſeener ye de- 
fire when ye pray lelc eue that ye [hal haue it, and t hall bee 
dine vnte yon: Here welce two things required in praier, 
the firſt a deſire of the good rhings which we want, the ſe- 
cond is faith, wherby we beleeue that God wil graunt tho 
things deſired , The ground of this faith is reconciliation

be in conſcience in ſome meaſure perſuaded that all his

Chriſt,he cannot belecue any other promiſes reucaledin 
the word, nor that any of hispraiers ſhall be heard. 

Thus much of the definiuon of praier , now let vsſee 
what vſe may be made of this commandement , Fray ye 
tus. Seeing our ſauiour commands his Diſciples, and ſo e- 
uen vs alſo to pray to God, it is our dutie not only topre- 
ſent our praiers to God, but alſo to doe it cheerfully and 
earneſtly. Rom. 15.30. Alſo brethren] beſeech you that ye 
would ftrive with me by praters to God for mee. What is the 
cauſe,why the Lord doth oft deferre his bleſſings aſter our 
praiers? No cauſe, but that he might ſtitre vs vp to be more 
earneſt to crie vnto the Lord . Exod. 3 2, 10. When ei- 
ſes praied to God in the behalfe of the Iſraelits, the Lord 
anſwers, Let me alone, as though his praiers did bind the 
Lord, and hinder him from executing his iudgements. 
Wherefore this is good aduiſe, fox all Chiiſtian men to 
continue and to be zealous inpraier . If thou be anigno- 
rant man, for ſhame learne to pray, ſeeing it is Gods com- 
mandement, make conſcience of it. We ſee that there is 
no man vnleſſe he be deſperatly wicked, but will make 
ſome conſcience of killing and ſtealing, and why is this? 
Becauſe it is Gods command ement, Thou ſhalt not kill, 
thou ſhalt not ſteale. 

Well then this alſo is Gods commandement, to pray. 
Let this conſideration breed in thee a conſcience of this 
dutie: and although thy corrupt nature ſhall draw thee a- 
way from it, yet ſtriue to the contraty, and know it certain- 


— 
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guilticof damnation before God as any other. Further- 
more this muſt be a motiue to pricke thee forward to this 
dutie, that as God comands vs to pray, ſo alſo ho giues the 
ſpirit of praier , whereby the commandement is made ea- 

evnto vs. If the Lord had commaunded a thing impoſsi- 
ble , then there had beene ſome cauſe of — 


ment, but commaunding a thing through the grace of hi 
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An Pxpofition vpon the Lords praier. 

ſpirit very — profitable: how much more are we 
bound tothe obedience of the ſame? Againe,praieristhe 
key whereby we open the treaſures of God, and pull 
downe his mercies ypon vs, For as the preaching of the 
word ſerues to declare and to conuey vnto vs Gods gra- 
ces: ſo in praier we come to haue a liuely feeling of the 
ſame in our hearts. And further, this muſt moue vs to prai- 
er, ſeeing in that, we haue familiaritic with Gods maie- 
ſte, 

Iris an high fauour for a man to bee familiar with a 
prince; how much more then to be familiar with the king 
of kings the mighty ſchon? This then can be no burthẽ or 
trouble vnto vs, being one of the manie prerogatiues that 
God beſtowes on his Church. For in the preaching ofthe 
word, it pleaſed God totalke to vs, and inpraier, God doth 
vouchſaſe vs this honour, to ſpeake, and as it were famili- 
arly to talke with him, not as toa feareful iudge, but as to a 
louing and merciſull God. 

Conſider alſo that praier is a worthie means of defenſe, 
not only to vs, but alſo to the church & thẽ that are abſent. 
By it Moſes ſtood in the breach, which Gods wrath had 
made into the people of Iſraell, and ſtaied the ſame, Pſa), 
106. ver. 23. by this, chnſtianmen fight as valiant champi- 
ons againſt their one corruptions, aud all other ſpirituall 
enemies. Ephe.g.ver.18.Infinitwere it to ſhew how many 
bleſſings the Lord hath beſtowed on his ſeruãts by praier, 
In a word. Luther, hom it pleaſed God to vſe as a worthy 
inſtrument forthe reſtoring of the Goſpell, teſtifieth of 
himſelfe, chat hamng this grace giuen him to call vpon the 
name of the Lord, he had more revealed vnto him of 
Gods truth by praier,then by reading and ſtudie. 

The ſecond point of the commandement, is to pray af- 
ter the manner following in the Lords praier. Where it is 
tobe noted, that the Lords praier is a direction, and as it 
were a ſamplar to teach vs how and in what manner wee 
ought to pray. None is to imagin that we ate bound to vſe 
theſe words only, and none other. For the meaning of 
B iy Chtiſt 
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Chriſt is not to bind vs to tlie words, bur to the matter & 
to the manner, and to the like aſſectiois in praying. If this 
were not ſo, the praiers of Gods ſeruants ſet domne in the 
bookes of the old and new teſtament, ſhould all be faultie, 
becauſe they are not according to the words of the Lords 
praier,nay this praier is not ſet don inthe ſame words al- 
together by Mathew and Lake, 

Alſo by reaſon of this, diuersin our church ignorantly 
perſuade themſelues thatit is vnlawfull to vie the wordes 
as they are ſerdowne forapraier. Firſt( ſay they it is ſcrip- 
ture, and therefore not tobe vſed as a praier. I anſwer that 
the ſame thing may be the ſcripture of God, and alſo the 
ptaier of man, els the praiers of Moiſei, Dauid, & Paul, be- 
ing ſet down in the ſcriptures, ceaſe to be praiers, Againe 
(they ſay) that in praiet we are to expreſle our wants in 
particular, and the graces which we deſire: no in tlieſe 
words all things to be praied tor, are only in genetall pro- 
pounded. 

I anſwere that the maine wants that are in any man, & 
the principall graces of God to be deſited, ate ſet done in 
the petiuòs of tlus prhet in particular. Thirdly they plead 
that the pattern to make all praiers by, ſhould not be vſed 
as a praier. I anſwere that therefore the rather it may be 
vſedl as a praier and ſure it is, thatantient and worthie di- 
uines haue reuercuced it as a praier; chuſiug rather to vie 
theſe worgs then any other, as (C iprianus Sermone de orat. 
Dominic. And Tertullian lil. de fuga in perſequut ione. And 
Auguſbine Sermene 126 (e tempore. Wherfore the opinion 
is full of ignorance and error. | 

Well, whereas out ſauiour fyft giues a commandmene 
to pray, aud then after giues a direction for the keeping of 
it, this he doth to ſtit vp our dulnes, and to allure vs by all 
means to this heauenly exerciſe of praier: herefore ſtil L 
ſay imploy your ſelue in praier feruently & coutinually, & 
i you cannot doe it, eam to pray. Thus much ofthe com- 
mandement f ou lawour Uu now follow the worde 
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5 Heſe words contain three parts, 1.4 preface.

Which although it be ſhort, yet it doth 
not contain the ſmalleſt point in theprater :Iris(1 ſay)ate- 
ſtification of our faith, whereas the petitions that goe be- 
fore are only teſtifications of our dclires, Now of theſe 
three parts in order. 

We muſt conſider lo] our ſauiour Chriſt doth not fer 
gown the petitions ahi upe] y bur he firſt begins with a ſol- 
lemne preſace. Whereby we are taught this leilonʒthat 
he which is to pray vnto God,is firſt to prepare himſelfe, 
and not boldly without conſideration as it were toruſh in- 
ro the preſence of God, 

Ita manbe to come beſore an earthly prince, he wil or- 
der himlelſe in apparrell, geſture and words, that he may 
doe all things in ſeemelines and durifullreuerence : how 
much more are men to order themſelues, whenthey are 
to appeare before the liuing God ? Eccleſiaſt. 5. i. Je not 
raſh with thy mouth , and let not thy heart bee haſty to vtter a 
thing before the Lard;And Dauid Pſalme. 26.6. Y Yaſled bis 
— in innecencie before he came to the alter of the Lord 
to offer ſacriſice. 5 
The means whereby men may ſtirre vp their dull and 
heauie hearts and fo prepare themſelues to praier, are 
three. The firſt is to read dilligently the word of God, 
concerning thoſe matters about which they are to pray: 
and what then: this wil be a means not only to direct him 
but alſg to quicken the heart more ſeruently to deliuer his 
praier. T hs is cuident by a compariſon. The beams ofthe 
ſun deſcending, heat not before they come to the earth 
or ſome ſolide body where they may refle&, and then by 
that means tlie earth and aire adiouung is made very hot; 
| ; euen 
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even ſo the Lord ſends down vnto vs his bleſſed word, e- 
uen as beams and the goodly ſunſhine , and thereby he 
{peaks to our hearts: now, when we make our ptaiers of 
that which we haue read, Gods word is as it were refle- 
cted, and our hearts are thereby warmed with the com- 
fortable heat of Gods holy ſpitit, to poure out our praiers 
to God more feruently. The ſecond meanes is to pray to 
God that he would ſtrengthen vs with his ſpirit, that we 
might be able to pray as it is practiſed. Pſalme 14 . l. The 
third means, is the conſideration of Gods moſt glorious 
maieſtie, wherein we are to remember firſt his — 
133 and kindneſſe, whereby he is willing, and ſec 
y his omujpotencie , whereby hee is able to graunt our 
requeſts. Oue of theſe imboldned the leaper to pray, Lora 
if thou wilt , thou canſt make me clean, Mat. 8, 2. Therefore 
both together are more effectuall. ; 

Now let vs come tothe preface it ſelf, Our father which 
ar: in heauen. It containes a deſcription of the rrue Ichoua 
to whom wepray , and that by two arguments, the firſt is 
drawn from a relation, Our father: the ſecond is taken from 
the ſubiect or place, hich art in heauen.

N the opening ofthis word, ot title of God,twoqueſti-

or any of them. Malac.2.10,Haue we not all one father ct. 
Luc. :.38.7 Fhich was the ſon of Alam rhich was the ſon of 
ged. And in Efay.3:6.Chriſt is called the Father efeternity, 
becauſe allthataretruly knit ro him, and borne anew 
him, they are eternally made the ſons of God. Againe,of- 
tentimes it is giuento the fuſt perſon in Trinity, as in thoſe 
places

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places where oneperſon 13 conferred with another. And fo 
in this placeprincipally for ſome ſpeciall teſpects, this ti- 
de agrees to the fiſt perſon. For fuſt hee is the father 
of Chriſt as hee is the eternall word of the father,and that 
by nature becauſe he is of the ſame eſſence with hun: Se- 
cond'yhe15farherro Chriſt in reſpect of his manhood, not 
by nature or adoption, bur by perlonall vmon, becauſe the 
humane nature doth ſubſiſt in the perſon of the vvord. 
Thirdly he is a father to all rhe fairhfull by adoption in 
Chriſt,

Some may ſay this praier, is a perfect platforme of all 

aiers, and yet we are taught to direct our praiers to the 

acher, not to the ſonne or hol y ſpirit. I anſwere, the father 
ſonne, and holy ghoſt, are three diſtinct perſons, yet they 
are not to be ſeuered or diuided; becauſe they all ſubſiſt 
in one and the ſame Godhead or diuine nature. And fur- 
ther in all out ward actions, as in the creation and preſerua- 
tion of the world, and the ſaluation of the ele, they are 
not ſeuered orduuded; for they all worke together, onely 
they are diſtinguiſhed in the manner of working. Now if 
they be not deuided in nature ot operation, then they are 
not to be ſeuered in worſſup. 

And in this place we principally direct our praiers to 
the father becauſe he is the firſt in order; yet ſo, as then 
we imploy the ſon and holy ghoſt. For we pray to the fa- 
ther inthe name of the ſonne by the aſliſtance of the ho- 
ly ghoſt. And to what perſon fo euer the praier is dire» 
ted, we muſt alwaies remember in mind and heart to in- 
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An Expoſition vpon the Lords prauer. 
2. The v ſe. 


He vſes of this point are manifold. 
1,Fiſt wheras we are taught to come to God 
1 as to a father, and therefore in the name of his 
ſon our Sauiour Chriſt, we learne 80 lay the firſt 
ground of all our praiers inthe holding and maintaining of 
the vnion and diſtinction of the three perſons in Tri- 
nitie. 

This being the loweſt and the firſt foundation oſprai- 
er, it is requiſit that all which would pray aright, ſhould 
haue this knowledge, rightly to beleeue of the trinitie, and 
to know how the three perſons agree, and how they are 
diſtinguiſhed,and | ks x of them, how the Fatheris the 
firft,the ſon the ſecond, the holy Ghoſtthe third: and ther- 
fore how the father is to be called vpon in the name of the 


ſon. by the holy Ghoſt, Hence it is manifeſt that ignorant 


and ſilly 1 which doe not ſo much as dreame of the 
vnion, diſtinction and order of the perſons in Trinitie, 
make but a cold and ſlender kind of praying. 

2. Secondly we may leame hereby that we are not in a- 
ny wiſe to inuocate ſaints and angels, but only the true Je- 
hu. The reaſon ſtands thus: This praieris either a perfect 
platforme for all praiers,or not; to ſay it were not, were an 
imurie to our ſamour Chriſt: to ſay it is ſo, is alſo to graunt 
chat it doth fully ſer downe to whom all praiers are to be 
made. Papiſtes that are the great patrons oſ inuocation of 
laints, intheir reformed breuiaries and miſſals, deale very 
tondly,tor firſt they pray to Mary, that ſhe would pray to 
Chriſt tor them, and when they haue ſo done, like iuglers 
they come to Chriſt and pray vnto him that he would 1c: 
cept Maries praiet for them. 

3. Thirdly we learne that there can he no interceſſou 
berweene God and vs, but only Chriſt, For here we ar 
— to come to God not as to a iudge, but as to à kind 

louing father. Now he is a father to vs only by Chuiſt: 
| , as 
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as for angels and ſaints & al creatures, * ate not able to 
procure by any means, that God ſhould become a father, 
no not ſo much as to one man. 

Again, if the God to whom we pray be a father, we 
muſt learn to acquaint our ſelues with the promiſes which 
he hath made in his word,to quicken our hearts in praier 
ynto him. For this word(Father) implies a redines and wil- 
lingnesin God to heare and be merciſull to odr praiers. 
Anda father cannot bur muſt needs make ſome ptomiſes 
ol favour ro thoſe that be hisc hildi en, and therefore it can- 
not be that he ſhould call God truly his father, which 
hath not in his heart this aſſurance, that God will tulfall his 
promiſes vnto him. 

Pronuſes made to praier, theſe and ſuch like are to be 
mark ed, as follow, 2.

f. If God be a father who is called vpon, then praier is 
the note of Gods child. S. Luke and S. Paule ſet out the 
faichfull ſeruants of God by this note. Actes. . 14. Hehath 
authoritie to bind all that call on thy name. 1. Corimt. 1. 2. 7. 
them that are ſanctiſied by Ieſus Chirht, ſaints by calling yn 1th 
all that call onthe name of our Lord Ieſus Chrift, 

And comratiwiſe.Pſal,! 4-4. It is made one of the pro- 
perties of an Atheiſt, Ne er Is call on the name of God ” And 
luch perſonsas neither wil or can, or vſe not hearrely to 
pray to God,chey may ſay that 2 are perſuaded there 
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isa Cod, but in their doings they beare themlclues as if 
there were no Gud. 

6 He which wold pray aright, muſt be like the prodiga! 
child, that is, he muſt not only confes his fin, ſaying father 
I haue finned azainſt heauen and againſt thee, &c. but al- 
ſo haue a full purpoſe neuer after to offend his father. Fot 
how cana child call him father hom he cares not conti- 
nually to diſpleaſe through his leaud conditions? He can- 
not doe it, neither can any fathet delight in ſuch a child: 
thereſore in praier we mult call to mind our leaudnes and 
rebellions againſt our heauenly father, and with the Publi- 
cane in heauineſle of ſoule ſay, Lord be merc full ro me a ſin- 
ner. He which can truly do this, is a kind child. If we conſi- 
der our ſelues as wee are by nature, wee ate the chil- 
dren of the diuell: no child fo like his father as wee are 
hke him, andin this eſtate , we continually rebell againſt 
God for the diuell harh all the heart, our whole ioy is to 
lerue and pleaſe him. A man that is ta pray muſt thinke 
on this, and be heauie for . And happie, yea a thouſand 
times happie are they, who haue grace giuen them to ſee 
this their ſtate and to bewaile it. And further it is not ſuffi- 
cient to confeſſe our ſinnes againſt our mercifull Father, 
but we muſt ſer downe with our {clues neuer in fuch ſort 
to offend him againeʒand to lead a new liſe. This point is 
very profitable tor theſe times. For many there be that 
hen any croſſe or ſickneſſe comes ontliem, they will pra 
and promiſe repentance and all obedience to Gods word, 
it ſhallpleaſe God to deliuer them: but this vſually is 
but in hipocniſie; they diſſemble with God and men. For 
lien theit ſickeneſle is paſt, like a dog that hath ben in 
the watet, they ſhake their eares and run ſtreight with all 
greedineſle to their former ſims. Is this ro call God Father? 
No, he that dotht his ſhal not haue God to be his Father 
but — that is wounded in his ſoule for his offences 

and carnerh a purpoſe in his hearr neuer witing] 
—— ly to oflend againe. a 4 
7. Laſtly, here we are to obſerue,thathe which would 
pray,mult be indued wich the ſpirit of adoption: the works 
+ 1 wher⸗ 
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whereof in the matter of prayer are twofold, The firſt to 
moue the heart to crie and call on God as a father, It is no 
eaſie thing to pray: For to aman of himſelfe it is as eaſie to 
moue the whole earth with his hand; how then comes 
it that we pray It isa bleſſed workeofthe ſpirit. Rom d. 
156. Le haue recerued the ſpirit of adoption whereby we crie Abe 
la, that is father. and Rom.$,26./1kewiſe the ſpirit heipeth our 
infirmities: for we know not what to pray 44 we ought : but the 
ſpirit it ſelf maketh requeſt, And Zach. 12, 10. The holie 
Ghoſt is called, Ihe /irit ef grace and deprecations of praters, 
Well then, the man tliat would pray, muſt haue Gods 
ſpirit to be his ſchoole · maiſter, to teach him to pray with 
grones and ſighes of the heart: for the words make not the 
prater, but tlie grones and deſires of his heart, and a man 
pray es for no more than he deſires with the heart, and he 
which deſites nothing praies not at all, but ſpendes lip- 
labour. The ſecond worke of the ſpirit, is to aſſure vs in 
our conſciences that we are inthe ſtate ofgrace teconciled 
to God. Rom., 16. The ſpirit of adip, ion bearcth witneſſe 
with our ſpirits that we are the children of God, And this in- 
ward certificate of the ſpirit in all exerciſes of inuocation 
is verie neceſlarie: for he which wants this aſſurance , ithe 
be ſecure and benummed in his ſinnes, will not, and if he 
be rouched in conſcience for them, for his life he dare not 
call God father. Alſo this confutes the opinion of the 
Church of Rome, whichteacherh,thata man mult doubt 
whether he be adopted ot no. For ho can a man truelie 
call God father, when he doubts whether he be the child 
of God, orno? Iris a miſerable kinde of praying to call 
God father, and withall to doubt whether he bea father. 
Indeed it is true that doubts will oſtenariſe, but it is our 
dutie to ſtriue againſt them, and not to yeeld to them. Yea 
but (ſay they) to be certaine of Gods mercie is preſump- 
tion. I anſwere,if it be preſumption, it is an holy pteſumpti- 
on, becauſe God hath bidden vs call himfather.

Anſwere, A Chriſtian may in 
private praier oy , My Father, This is warranted by the 
example of our ſauiour, Mathew 26. 39.0 my father if it be 
poſi le, let this cup paſſe from me. X 
And Mathew,27.46.My God myGed, why haft tho for- 
ſalen mefThe meaning of Chriſt is not to bind vs to theſe 
words, but to teach vs that in our praiers we muſt not haue 
regard roour ſelues only, but alſoro our brethren, & ther- 
fore when we pray for them in our private praicrs as for 
our ſeluet, we put in practiſe the true meaning of theſe

VVHenvepny, ve muſt nor make requeſt only for 


our ſelues and our owne good, but ſor others alſo, 
as the church and people of God, perſuading our ſelues 
hat we alſo are partakers of their praiers : and forthe bet- 
ter clearing of this point , let vs learch who they are for 
whom we are to pray. 

Ofmenthere be two ſotts, ſome liuing, ſome dead. Of 
theſe two kinds, the liuing are to be praied for, and there is 
no praying ſor the dead. 

A man that is dead, knowes what ſhall be his eſtate 
eternally: if he died a wicked perſon, his ſtate ſhall be ac- 
cording in etetnall torments : it he died Godly , then he 
ſhall reſt with God in his kingdome, Apo. 1 4.13. BU ed 
are the) which die ix the Lord for the yreft from their labour, 

and their works fellow them, Gal. G. 10. M ile ne haue time,

let vs de good to all nen. Where we may note that there it 
a time, namely after death, when we cannot doe good to 
others. 

Againe of the liuing, ſome are our enemies, and ſome 
our freinds · Our freinds are they which are of the ſame re- 
ligiõ, affectiõ, & diſpoſition. Foes are either priuate ot pub- 
like: publike ſoes, are either enemies to our countrey, as ty- 
rants, traitors, & cor enemies to our religyo, as Iews, Turks, 
Papiſts, Infidels, Atheiſts, Now towards all theſe, how 
oughüd man to behaue himſelfe inpraier? AÆAnſo er. He is 
to pray for them all. 4th. g. 44. Pray for them which hurt 
you and perſecute gen. l. Tim. 2. verſe i. [exbort that pr aters, 
enterceſſians ,C7c. be made for all men, for kin ge. 

Vet wen Paul gaue this commandement, we read not 
that there were any Chriſtian Kings but all infidels. And 
the Iews are commanded to pray for Babilon, where they 
were captiue, Ieremie 29. verſe 7. And ſeeke the preſperitie 
of the citie, n hether I haue cauſed youto be carried captiue, and 
pray vnte the Lord for it. 

Queſtion How and in what maner are we to pray for our 
enemies. Anſwer, We are to pray againſt their ſins, coun- 
ſels, enterpriſes, but not againſt their perſons. Thus praied 
Dauid againſt Achitop bel, 2. Samu,15,31. Lord I pray thee 
bring the counſell of Achitopſ ell to fooliſhnes, And thus did 
the Apoſtles pray againſt their perſecuters. Actes. . verſe 
29.0 Lor { behold their threatnings, and graunt vnto thy ſer- 
ants with all boldneſſe to [peake thy nord. 

Queſſion. Dauid vſeth imprecations againſt his enemies, 
in which he praieth for their vtter confuſion, as Pſalm, 39. 
and 109. &c. the like is done by Paule Galathians, 5. 1. 
2. Tim. . 14. And Per. Act. S. a0. Thoughafterward he mi- 
tigates his execration. But how could they do it er. 
1, They were indued with an extraordinarie meaſure of 
Gods ſpint,& hereby they were inabled co diſcern ofthe 
enemies, and certainely to iudge that their wickednes 
and mallice was incurable, and that they ſhould neuer re- 
pem. And the like praiers did the prinutiue church con- 
ceiue againſt Julian the Apoſtata, becauſe they 2 
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u to be a malicious and deſperate enerue. 2. Second. 
ly, they were indued with a pure zeale againſt their ene- 
mies intending nothing elſe bur the glorie of God. No 


tor vs it is good that we ſhould ſuſpeR our zeale, becauſe

ſiniſter affections, as hatred, enuie, emulation.defire of re- 


nenge will eaſily mingle themſelues with our zeale. 

Cueſlion. How farre forth may we vie thoſe Plalmes in 
which Pauid vſeth imprecations againſt his enemies? An- 
ſner. They ate to be read and ſoong with theſe caueats. 
1. We are to vſe thoſe imprecations indefinitely agay iiſt 
the enemies of God and his Church: ſor wee may per- 
ſuade our ſelues that alu ayes there be ſome ſuch obſti. 
nate enemies: bur we muſt not applie them perticularlie. 
2. Secondly, we mult vſe them (as Auguſtine ſanh)as cer- 
taine propheticall ſentences of the holy Ghoſt pronoun» 
cing the laſt ſentence of deſttuction onfnall and impeni- 
tent ſinners, which oppoſe themſelues againſt Gods king» 
dome. 3. Thirdly, they may be vſed againſt our ſpiritual 
enemics,theflcſh, the Diuell, and his angels, and the 
world. 

2. Furthermore, whereas we are tauglit toſav, our Fa- 
ther, this ſerues to put vs in minde, that in pray ingto God, 
we muſt bring loue to men with vs. We muſt all be the 
childten of one father, louingly diſpoſed one to another. 
For how ſhould he call God his father, who will not take 
the childe of God for his brother. Matth. 5, :; Men theu 
art te offer thy gift vnto God, if thou haue onghit againit 
thy brother: firſt be reconciled , and then come and fr thy 
gift. So alſo Ifay 1. verſe 15. The Lorde ſaieth that 
when they pray vnto him he will not heare, Why? be- 
eauſe their hands are full of bloud, In theſe times many men 
can be content formally to pray, bur yer they will not 
leaue bribing, oppreſsion, deceit , vſurie, &c. The com- 
mon ſong of the world is, Euerie man for himſelfe, and 
God tor vs all: this is the common loue and care that men 
haue each to other. The ptaiers of ſuch are abhominable 
euen as the ſacrifice of a dog, as Eſay faith. For how can 


they call God their father that haue no loue to theirbre- 
thren, 3. Tlurdly, 
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ter of perſons, For this praier is giuen to all men of hat 
Nate or degree ſo euer. All then, as well poore as iich, vn- 
learned as learned, ſubiec̃ts as rulers, may ſay Our father. It 
is not with the Lord as it is with the world, bur all are his 
children that doe beleeue. I he poote man hath as good 
intereſt in Gods kingdome, and may call God father as 


well asthe king,

The Godro whom we mutt 
pray is in heauen: Now let men trauell to what place, or 
countrey they will, they ſhall not come the neerer to hea- 
uen or neererto God by trauailingʒſeeing the eatthis in e- 
uery part alike diſtant trom heauen. 
2. Secondly this ouerthrowes popiſh idolatrie, as wor- 
ſhipping of W put vs in 7 


. Thirdly hence we way learne that God is no accep= | 
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of God and Chriſt. Weare taught to lift yp our ciesto 
heauenzſeeing Gud is there: and how can we doe this, as 
long as our nundes and eies are poaring vpon an image 
made by mans art? 

. Againe we are liere admoniſhed to vſe the aftionot 
praier with as great reuerence as poſſible may be. Well 
reaſons Salomon: Fecle. 1. Be no 740% with thy men th te ſpeak 
« word before Cad. Why? He is in heauen, thou art in earth: 
therefore let by werdsbe few, Tis reuerence mult appeare 
in holinefle of mind and affection, and in all comelineſſe 
of geſturg , And for this cauſe al wandring bie thoughts 
and all vaine babling is to be auoided. But how goes the 
caſe with vs, that onthe times appointed come to the aſ- 
ſemblies to pray Many, by reaſon of their blindneſſe pray 
without vnderſtanding. Many whenthey are preſent at 
ptaier, yet haue their hearts occupied about other matters, 
about their goods and worldly buſineſſe: ſuch men haue 
noioy or gladneſſe in praying; it is a burden to them. Ma- 
ny come tothe aſſembſie for cuſtome only, or for feare of 
puniſhmentzif they miglit be left free they could find in 
their hearts not to pray at all. But let all ſucli men know 
that this maner of praying is a very greuous ſin, nay greater 

| Gd of father or mother, killing orſtealing,for it 
is directly againſt God, the other againſt men. I his ſin be- 
caufe it is agaiuſt the firſt table, and therfore more hard ro 
be dilceracd,itis lightly eſteemed,andirlefle troubles the 
conſciences of ignorant men: yea as it is indeed, ſo it is to 
be eſteemed as a diſgrace and plain mockery of Gods ma- 
ieſtie. Wherfore ſeeing God is in heauen, away with all 
drouſie and dead praying, let vs come with reuerence in 
our hearts beſore tlie Lord. | 

4 Again we are here to conſider that our hearts in prai- 
er muſt mount vp into heauen, and there be preſeit with 
the Lord. Pſalm.⁊ 5:1.7nto thee O Lord lift I vp my ſeul. The 
uuttle child is ncuer well but when itis in the fathets lapor 
vnder the fathers wing: and the children of God are neuer 
in better caſe, then when in affection and ſpirit they can 
come into th teſence of their heauenly father, and by 
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ieras it were to creepe into his boſome, 

5. Laſtly this preface ſnewetli tliat God is all ſufficient 
as in all other things ſo in graunting our requeſts, God is 
willing to heare our praiers in that he is our Father, and a- 
ble to perſorme them becauſe he is iu lieauen, and tlierfore 
alnuzhtie.

us much of the preface: now ſollo tlie petitions 
They beſix in number, the three firſt concerne our 
ſelues. Ihe three former petitions are againe deuided it- 
to parts: the fuſt concernes Gods glorie it ſelfe, the other 
two, the meanes whereby Gods glorie is manifeſted and 
jalarged among men. For Gods name is glonfied among

Queſtion, Why is this petition Zallowed be thy name, ſet in 
the ſirſt place Anſirere. Becauſe Gods glorie muſt be pre- 
ſerred beſore all things, becauſe it is the end of all crea- 
tures and of al the counſels of God. Prouerbes. 16. verſe. 4. 
The Lord hath made all thingi for his ee ſake ; yea cuen the 
wicked for the day of euil. And from the order ofthe petiti- 
ons here ariſeth a worthie inſtruction, namelie that cuery 
one inall tlungs they take in hand, are to propound to 
themſelues and to intend the glorie of God. Ihe reaſon 
is this: The end which God hath appointed to all our do- 
ings. we are to propound to our ſelues: but God hath ap- 
omted that the higheſt end of all our doings ſhould be 
Fi elorie : therefore our hearts muſt be ſer to ſeeke it 
firſt of all. Tliat God wil haue his name glor:hied by vs, 
appeareth in rhis;that he puniſheth thoſe which of ob- 
ſtinacie ſet themſelues rodiſhonourhim,o1 by negligence 
did not ſanctifie him, whenthey ſhould haue done ſo. He- 
rd ſitting in his — made ſuch an otatiõ, that the peo- 
ple cried tlie voice of a God, & not of ami: & immeduatly

the Angell of the Lord ſmote him, becauſe he gaue not 
theg'ory to God. Act. i 2,:3, And Moſes becauſe he did 
not ſanctiſy tlie Lord in the preſence of the children of If 
raell, therefore he came nor into the land of promiſe; yer 
he did bur faile in doing of it. Thus we may ſee by theſe 
puniſhiments, and alſo by the order of the petitions, that it 
15 our duties to preferte the glory of God before all things 
elſe. 

Qui. Whether are we to prefer the glorie of God be- 
fore the ſaluation of our ſoules. A»/. Ifthe caſe ſtand thus 
that Gods name mult be diſhonoured or our ſoul es con- 
demned, we muſt account the glory of God more pretious 
thenthe ſaluation of our ſoules. This is manifeſt in the or- 
der of the petitions. I he petitiog that concerns Gods glo- 
rie is firſt, and the petitions that concerae directly our 
ſaluation are the fiſt and ſixt. Whereby we are taught, 
that before God ſhould want any part of his glorie, we 
are to let ſoule and all goe, and let God haue all his glo- 
rie. This aſſection had 2ciſes Exod, 32. 32. When he 
ſaid Either forgiue them, or if thou wilt not, blot m name eut 
of thy loole. 

In this petition as alſo inthe reſt, we muſt obſerue three 
things: the firſtis the meaning of the words, theſecond, 
the wants which men muſt learne to bewaile, the thud, 
the graces of God which are to be deſired. 


2. The meaning. 

Ery fewamong the people cangiue the right meaning 
of the words ol this praier. They 5 that ſeeing 
God knowes their good meaning, it is ſufficient ſor them 
to ſay the words and to meane well . But faith being one 
of the grounds of praier, and there being no faith without 
knowledge, neither can there be praier without know 
ledge,and therefore ignorant men ate to learne the nghe 

meaning of the words.

For God is knowen to vs by all theſe,as men are knowne 
by their names; and as all a mans praiſe and glotie lies in 
lus name: ſo all tlie glorie of God is in theſe. 


Hallowed. 

To hallow is to ſcuer or ſet apart any thing from the 
common vſe, to ſome proper and peculier end: as the tem- 
ple was hallowed, that is, ſet apart to an holy vſe; and the 
prieſts were ſanctified, that is, ſer apart to the ſeruice of 
God. And all that beleeue in Chriſt are ſanctified, that 
is, ſet apart from ſinne to ſerue God. In like maner Gods 
name is hallowed, hen it is put apart from all abuſes to an 
holy, reuerent, and honourable vic , whether we thinke, 
ſpeake, or vic it any maner of way. 

Queſtion. How can a ſinſull man hallow Gods name 

which is pure and holy in it ſelfe? Anſwer. We do not here 
pray that we might make Gods name holy; but that we 
might be meanes to declare and make manifeſt to the 
world by tlie right vſage of it, thatit is holy, pure and ho- 
nourable, The like phraſe is vſed. Luke 7, 9. Wiſdome is 
iuſtiſied by ber children; that is, acknowledged and declared 
to be iuſt. EZec.3 8,23. 
The ſcope therefore of the firſt petition, is an earneſt 
deſire that we might ſer foorth Gods glotie, whatſoeuer 
become of vs; and it may be expreſſed thus. O Lord o- 
pen our eies, that we may aright know thee , and ac- 
knowledge the greatneſſe of thy power, wiſdome, iuſtice, 
and mercie, which appeares in thy titles, wordes, creatures 
and iudgements: and grant that when we vſe anie of theſe, 
we may therein — thecy and vic them teuerentiy to 
thy glotie. 


D ii 3 The 
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3. The wants which are to be Icirailid. 


1. 1 He wants, which we in this place are taught tobe- 


waile, are eſpecially ſoure. Ihe fuſt is an inwarde 
and ſpirituall pride of our hearts; a ſinne that none or ve- 
ric few can ſee in themſelues, vnleſle the Lord open their 
cies. 

When our firſt parents were tempted in Paradiſe,the di- 
uel told them they ſhould be as gods:which leſlon not on- 
ly key, but we haue learned: and we cõceiue of our ſelues, 
as litle gods, thougli to the world we ſhew it not. I his hid- 
den pride, when other ſins die, it begins to get ſttength. and 
to ſhew itſelf: and appeares in vaine thouglits, continually 
on euerie occaſion aſcending in the minde. As may ap- 
peare inthe Phariſie, whoſe thovghts were theſe when he 
praied thus within himſelſe, o God 1 thanke thee that 1 am 
not a1 other men, extertioners, v, aduirerers, or tuen 4 
this Publican, cc. And as this was in him, ſo it is in vs till 
God giue grace: ſor ſo tllat men may haue praiſe and glo- 
rie in the world, they care not for Gods glorie thovgh it 
be defaced. We muſt therefore leame to diſcetne this 
hidden corruption, and to mourne ſor it: ſor it doth poy- 
ſon and hinder all good deſires of gloriſy ing God, ſo long 
as it may preuaile in the heart. 

2. Secondly, we are taught here to bewaile the hard- 
neſſe of our hearts: whereby we are hindered from knou- 
ing God aright, and from diſcernivg the glorie of God in 
his creatures. Mak. 6, 52 The Diſciples, hr. ug hi the 
hardneſſe «f their hearts, could not ſee Gods power 11 the 
miracle of feeding manie thouſands with a few loaucs, 
though themlſelues were inſtruments of it, and the ſbode 
did increaſe intheir hands. Ourredemption,what a won- 
derfull worke is it, but how few conſider of it, or regard ir? 
If we ſee a man haue more witte,wealth, or honour, than 
we haue, we ſtraight woonder at him : but beholding 
Gods creatures, we ſee nothing in them, becauſe we doe 


not go higher to acknowledge tlie loue, power, wiſdome, 
. 3 1 and 
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and iuſtice of the Creator, And this is the cauſe why Gods 
name is ſo ſlenderly honoured among men, 

3. The third corruption is our great ingtatitude, for 
the Lord hath made heauen and earth, and all other. 
creatures to ſerue man: yet he is the molt vnthankelull 
ofall creatures . Beſto many iewels, or a kings raun- 
ſome on a dead min; he will neuer returne auy kinds 
neſſe: ſo men being deadinſinne,dealewith God. Com- 
monly menare like the ſwine that runne with their groines 
and cate vpthe maſt, but neuer looke vp to the tree from 
whence it talleth. But the godly are with D444, to feele 
this want in themſclues, and to beſeech GOD to open 
and as it were tu ynlocke their lips, that they may inde» 
uour to be thanktull to God. Pfal.5 1, vetſ. 15. 

4. The fourth is the vngodlineſſe and the innumerable 
wants that be in our liues, & the ſins cõmittedin the world 
Plal. 119,13 6. Mine eie (ſaith Dauid)zuſh out with riners of 
water, becauſe men keepe not thy lawes, The reaſonis, becauſe 
hewhich liues iafinne, repraches Gods name; euen as an 
euill childe diſhonours his father. Now ſome will ſay that 
this cannot he: becauſe our ſinnes cannot hurt God, Anſ. 
yet they are a cauſe of ſlandering Gods name among men: 
for as we honour him by our good works, ſo we diſhonour 
him by ouroffences. Matth., 16. Let your light ſo ſhine be- 
fore men, that they may ſee your good workes , and glorifie your 
father which is in he auen. 


4. Graces to be deſired, 


1. The graces to be deſited, and to be prayed for at 
Gods hand, are three. The firſt is the knowledge of God, 
that is, that we might know him as he hath reucaled him- 
ſelfe in his word, works, and creatures. For how ſhall anie 
vlorifie God before he know him? Our knowledge in this 


liſe is imperfe&. Exod. 2 3. 4foy/es may not (ce Gods face, 


but his linder parts. Cor.13,12. We may ſee God as 
men do, through ſpectacles in his worde, ſacraments, and 
e's | creatures. 
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creatures And therefore as Paule praied for the Colloſs;- 
ans. Col. 1,10, That they might increaſe in the knox ledge of 
gd, ſo are we tauglit to pray for our ſelues in this petition. 

2. Azealefor Gods glorie. Pſa. 69, 9. The Neale of thine 
houſe hath eaten me WE lal.45, 1.) heart 57 all virer, or caſt 
Vp 4 ood matter, I will ſpeake in m 1 workes of the king, Here 
ef irit of God borrowes a compariſon from men thus, 
As he which hath ſomewhat lying heauic in his ſtomack, 
is neuer in quiet till he haue caſt it vp: cuen ſo the care and 
deſite to glorifie Gods name muſt he vpon a mans heart as 
an heauie burthen: and he is not to be at eaſe and quiet 
with himſelfe till he be diburdened, in ſounding ſoorth 
Gods praiſe. Luther ſaith well, that t his is Sancta crapula: 
that is, an holie ſurfet: and it is no hurt continually to haue 
our hearts ouercharged thus. 

2. A deſire to lead a godly and ſincere liſe as before gods 
maieſtie. We ſee men that are in ſome great calling vader 
honourable perſonages, will ſo order and behaue them- 
ſelues, as they may pleaſe and honour theirmaiſters: euen 
ſo muſt our liues be well ordered, and we are to labour to 
walke wortliie of the Lordſ as Paul ſpeaketh)that we may 
honout oui heauenly Father.

His petition depends on the former moſt ex- 


Nele For in it is laid downe the means to 


240 ptocure the firſt, Gods name muſt be hallowed 


among men: bur how is it cone? by the erecting 
of Gods kingdome in tlie hearts ofmen. We cannot ꝑlori- 
fie God vnull hee rule in our hearts by his word and 


ſpirit. 


2. The meaning. 


(7hy)This word doth put vsio mind that there is two 
2 — 
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kinzdomes;one Gods, and that is the kingdome of hea- 
ucu:theorher the diuels, called the lungdome of darke- 
uꝛſſe. Coloſ. „1. Forwhen all had ſinned in Ad, God 
Lud this puniſhment on all, that ſeeing they could not be 
content to obey tlieir Creator, they ſhould be in bondage 
ynder Sathan: lo that hy nature we ateall the chndren of 
wrath, and the diuell holds vp the ſcepter of his kingdome 
in the hearts vf men, This kingdome is ſpirituall, and the 


pillers of it are ignorance, error, impietie and all diſobedi- 


ence to God, in which the duell who!ly delightsʒ which 
alſo are as it were the lawes of his kingdome. Blind igno- 
tant people cannot abide this doctime that the dwell 
ſhould rule in their hearts : they ſpit at the naming of 
him, and ſay that they d. ſie him with all their hearts, but 
whereas they hue in ſinne, and practile it as occaſion is oſ- 
fered, though they cannot dilcerne of themſelues, yer 
they make plaine ptooſe, that they lhiue in the kingdome 
of ſume aud darkeneſſe, and are flat veſlels of Sathan, and 
ſhall ſo continue till Chriſt the ſtrong man come and bind 
him, and caſt him our. And this is the eſtate of all the clul- 
dren of Adam in themſelues. VVhertore our ſauiour in this 
petition teacheth vs to conſiderour naturall eſtate and ro 
pray that he would giue vs his ſpirit toſer vs atliberticin 
the kingdome of his owne ſon. 

(Tindome) Gods kingdome in ſcriptures is taken two 
waies. Firſt generally,and ſo it fignifieth that adminiſtrati- 
on by which the Lord goueineth all things, yea, euen the 
diuels themſelues. Of which kingdome mention is made 
in the end ofthis praier. And in the Pſalm y. verſe 1. The 
Lord raigneth let theearth reioice. Againe, it is taken more 
ſpeciallie, and then it ſignifieth the adminiſtration of 
Chriſt the head of the Church, in which he frameth men 
by his word and ſpirit to the ſubiection ot the ſame word. 
And ſo it is taken in this petition. | 

Ina kingdom? there are fouxe things to be noted. 1, 
Theremult be a king. a.

Inthis kingdome Chriſt 8 : itis he to whom 


the 
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the farher hath giuen all autlioritie, in heauen and earth. 
In tlus kingdome all are not ſubiefts , bur ſuch as are 
willing to giue ſi ee and franke obedience to Gods word; 
or at tue leaſt rhovgh their hearts be not ſound > in. ke an 


out ward profeſ4ton of it. 
The lawes of this kingdome is the word of God in the 


bookes of tlie olde and new Teſtament. Therefore it is 


called rhe king dame of beauen, Nlatth. 13. The Goſpel of the 
ki-gdom-, Mar., *, The red. his mouth. Elai. 11,4. The 
arme of Ged. Eſai. 3, l. Asa king by his lawes brings his peo- 
ple in order, and keepes them iu ſubiection: ſo Chrilt by 
his word, and the preaching of it, as it were by a mightie 
arme, drawes his elect into lus kingdom, and faſtuons them 
to all holie obedience. 

The power and authoritie is that whereby Chriſt con- 
uerts effectually thoſe which are to be conuerted, and glo- 
tifies himlelſe inthe confuſion of the reſt. 

The kingdome being taken thus ſpecially is alſo two 
fold. The ſirſtis the kingdome of grace, of which mention 
is made. Rom.1 4.17,The kingdome of Cod ſtands not in meat 
and drinke,but inrizhteouſneſſe, that is, the aſſurance of our 
iuſtification before God in the righteouſneſſe of Chriſt: 
Peace of conſcience,which proceeds from this aſſurance; 
aud ien ia the holy g keft, which comes from them both. In 

is kingdome all men liue not, but only thoſe that are ſub- 
iet to Clit, obedient to the lawes of his kingdome, 
and ruled by his authoritie, and are continually taught 
in his word by his ſpirit.

C4efron, This com- 
ming implies a ſtopping: but how ſhould Gods kinzdome 
be hindered? 4 n/wer, Kingdome in this place is not taken 
forthe power of God whereby he rules all things, for that 
cannot be hindered; but for the kingdome of grace, which 
in the vſing of che outward means, as numſters, word and 
ſacraments, may be lundered by the diuell, the world, and

3. The wants which are to be len ailed. 


He wants which we in this peritio are taught to mourn 

for, are two ſorts:ſome concern our own ſelues, ſome o- 
thers, That which concernes our on perſons is a bondage 
and ſlauerie vndet fin and Sathan. T his bondage indeed is 
weakened in Gods ſeruants, but none is wholy treed from 
it in this life. Paule complaines that he is ſo!d vnder ſinne, 
and cries pitrifully,O miſerable man that I am, who ſhall 
deliuer me from this body of death? @neftion, What diſſe- 
rence then betweene the godly and the wicked? Anſwer, 
The euil and vngodly man inthevery middeſt of his bon- 
dage hath a merry heart: ſin is no trouble to him, nay it is 
meat and drinke to him. But the godly man is otherwiſe 
minded. For conſidering the power of the diuell, and his 
craft in manifold fearefull temptations; and ſeeing the 
proneneſſe oſ his rebellious nature euer and anon to ſtart 
away from God, he is greeued and confounded in himſelf, 
and his heart bleeds within him that he doth offend ſo 
mercifull a father. 

Many men live in this world and that many years, and 
yet neuer feele this bondage vnder Sathan and finne, 
Such vndoubredly cannot tell what the Lords praier 
meanes : But he that would haue the right vic of this peti- 
tion, muſt be accquainted with it, and be touched in his 
conſcience, for that the fleſh and the diuell beare ſuch 
ſway in him: as the poor captiue is 2 creepingto the

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priſon dore, alwaies labcuring to get off his boltes and ſet- 

ters, and to eſcape out of ptiſon: ſo muſt we alwaies crie to 

the Lord ſor his ſpirit to free vs out of this bondage and 

priſon of ſinne and corruption: and euery day come neeret 

the priſon dore looking when our bleſſed ſauiour will vn- 

bind vs of all the fetters of ſiune and Satan, and fully erect 

his kingdome in vs. 

2. The wants which concerne others are two fold. The 
former is the want of the good means which ſerue for the 
furthering of the kingdome of Chriſt, as preaching, ſacra- 
ments, and diſcipline. #/ hen we ſhall ſee a people without 
knowledge, and without good guides and teachers, or 
when we lee one ſtand vp in the congregation not ableto 
teach, here is matter for mourning :T his petition puts vsin 
mind to bewaile theſe wants. Our ſauiour, when he ſaw 
the Iewes as ſneepe without a ſheepheard, hee had com- 
paſs ion on them: and hie wept ouer Hieruſalem becauſe 
they knew not the things which belong to their peace. 
Luke.9.11.Therfore when preachers want, ty hold vp the 
ſcepter.of God before the people, and to hold out the 
word which'is as it were the arme of God to pull men 
from the bondage of the diuel tothe kingdome of Chriſt: 
Thenitis time to ſay, ler let thy kingdome come, 

3. The third want which we are to bewaile is, that there 
be ſo many impediments and hinderances of the king- 
dome of grace, as the diuell and all his angels, their inſtru- 
ments, the Pope, the Turke, and all the reſt of the profeſ- 
ſed wicked of the world, which by ſubtle intiſements and 
tyranie, keepe backe and repell the meane whereby 
Chriſt ruleth as a king in his — When tlie diuell 
{ces one that was ſometine of his kingdome bur to caſt a 
looke towards the heauenly Hieruſalem, he ſttaightway 
rageth againſt him and labours quite to ouerthto him.

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4. Graces to be d: (fired. 
1. IN this petition we are taught firſt that we are to haue 

a feruent deſire, and to hunger, that God would giue 
vs his ſpirit to reigne arid rule in our hearts, and to bow 
them to all obedicace and ſubiectionof his will: and fur- 
ther, whereas our hearts haue beene as it were filtlue ſhes 
and ſtables ofthe Dwell, that he would rerue them, and 
make of them fit temples to entertaine his holy ſpirit. Pſal. 
Fl vetſe to. Create in me 4 cleane heart, OGod, ani{rerue 4 
right ſpirt t in me, c. Stabliſh me with thy free ſpirit, It we 
ſhall conſider the conuerſation of rhe wicked and the 
godly, and theic corrupt hearts together, we ſhall ſee little 
difference but in this, that the wicked is delighred and 
glad to ſinne, but the godly dowraſtle . as for liſe and death 
with their temptations, and do reſiſt the Diuel, and do de- 
fire and crie to heauen to be freed from his bondage, how - 
ſoeuer their hearts are alwayesrebelling againſt God. 

2. Foraſmuch as the kingdome of grace is erected in 
Gods church here vpon earth, in this petition we are com- 
maunded to pray for the Church of God, and the partes 
thereof. Pſal. 122,6. Pray for the peace of Hieruſalem; they 
ſhall proſper that loue thee, Eſay 62, verſe 7. Te which are the 
Lords remembrancers,g me him us reſt vat il be ſet vp Hieruſa- 
lemthe praiſe of the world, 0 121 

And that Gods Church may flounſh and be in good 
eſtate, we are to pray for Chriſtian kings and princes; that 
oc would bleſle them, and encreaſe the number of them. 

or they are as nuiſing fathers , and nurſing mothers to the 
Church, And we eſpecially are bound to pray for the 
Queenes molt excellent maieſtie, as alſo for the French 
king, that they may be bleſſed, and Gods kingdome by 
them aduaunced, 

And againe, becauſe Muniſters are the Lords watch- 
meninthe Church,weare here alſo put in minde to ſeeke 
their good; and to pray that their hearts may be ſer for the 
building of Gods kingdome, for the beating downeof the 
kinedome of ſinne and Satan, and fur the ſauing of the 
n E it ſoules 
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ſoules of his people. And the rather,becauſe the Diuell la- 
boureth night and day to ouerthrow them in this glorious 
worke, and to reſiſt them intheirminiſteric: as appeareth 
in Zacharie 3,1, When Jeſtua the high prieſt before 
the Angel ofthe Lord, Satan flood at bis right hand,namely 
toreſiſt him. Therefore, alſo we are to pray for them, that 
the Lord would keepe them, and furmſhthem with gifts, 
and withall make them ſaithſull. For where Y1/ion fall, 
the people are leſt na bed, ſaith Salamon. 2. Theſe. 3, 1. Bre« 
theren, pray for vs that the worde of the Tord ma haue afret 
page and beeglorified. 

Thirdly, wee muſt pray for all Chriſtian ſchooles of 
learning. Howſocuer ſome think bur baſely of them; yer 
they are the ordinary meanes to maintaine the miruſterie, 
and ſo the Church of God. A man that hath diuetie Or- 
chards, will alſo haue a ſeminarie full of yong plants to 
maintaine it. Schooles, they are as Seminaries to Gods 
Church, without which the Church falles to decay: be- 
cauſe they ſerue to make ſupplie of miniſters, 

3. Thirdly,we ate to defire,that the Lord would haſten 
the ſecond comming of Chriſt , as the Saints in heauen 
pray,Come Lord Teſms,come quickly :and therefore the godly 
are ſaid to loue the comming of Chriſt. 2. Tim. 4, 8. A penitent 
finnerſoabhors his owne corruptions , andthe irke-ſome 

wptations of Sathan, that in this reſpect he deſires that 
Chriſt would haſten his particular comming to him by 
death; for no other cauſe — he might make an end 


of ſiurung and diſpleaſing of God.

4. Graces to be deſired, 


1 | Hefuſtthing which we are here to deſire is, that we 

may haue grace to denie our ſelues, wils, and affecti- 
ons: becauſe herein we are vnlike to God, and like the di- 
uell. This is the firſt leſſon that our Sauiour doth giue 
his Diſciples, that they muſt demie themſelues, and fol- 
low him. 

2. Theſecond thing is the knowledge of Gods will: for 
otherwiſe how ſhall we do it How canthat ſeruant pleaſe 
his maiſter, which cannot tell what he would haue donc of 
him? Moſt men will haue bookes of ſtatutes in their hou- 
ſes, and iſ they be to deale in any great matter, they will do 
nothing before they haue looked on the ſtatute. In like 
maner men muſt haue the Bible, ghagis, the booke of

4. Laſtly, we deſire patience and ſtrength, hen it ſhall 
pleaſe God at any time to exerciſe vs with the croſſe, as 
Paule praies forthe Coloſsians Ti hai: Ged would Aren 14 then 
them by the power of his might, vnto all patience and long fuffe- 
ring with teyfulneſſc. 


$. Errour confutcd. 


He Church of Rome teacheth, that men by nature 

haue free will ro doe good: and that men being ſtirred 
vp by the holy Ghoſt, can of themſelues will that which 
is good. Bur if this were ſo, why might we not pray, Let 
my will be done / So farre forth as the will of manſhall 
agree with Gods will: but this cannot be, as we ſee in the 
tenour of this petition.

Auing ſhew ed the meaning of this petition, Thy 
2 — done: now we are to ſpeake of the condi- 


tion, which is in what maner we ſhould do it For 
the queſtion may be how we ſhould do Gods 
will: the anſwer is, his Will muſt be done in earth as it is 
in heauen. 

(Btuauen, ) By heauen here is meant the ſoules of faith- 
full men departed, and the elect Angels. Pſa. 103, 0. Praiſe 
the Tord ye his Angeli, that excell in ſrength, that do his com- 
mandementi in obeying the voice of his word. 

_ (Farth,) By —_— nothing bur men on 


earth, 
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earch, becauſe all other crearures in their kind obey God: 
only man he is tebellious and diſobedient. Thenthe mea- 
ning is, Let thy will be done by vs men on earth, as the an- 
gels and ſaints departed do thy will in heauen. Qeſlion. Do 
we here deſite to do the will of God inthat perfection it is 
done by angels? muſt we be as perfit as they? Anſwer, The 
words here vſed( in earth an it, cc. jdo not ſignifie an equa- 
litie, as thougli our obedience ſhouldin thus life be in the 
ſame degree of petfection with angels; but a ſimilitude of 
the like manet ofobęyingʒit may be ſaid, in what maner do 
the angels ohey Goc. Inſi er. They do the will of God 
willivgly,ſpeedily,andfairhfully:and this is ſigmified in that 
they are ſaid in the ſcriptures to be winged, and to ſtand 
cõtinually beholding the face of our heauenly father.

E are here adinoniſhed to bee diſpleaſed with our 
ſelues, for out impetfect obedience to God, and for 
our hy pocriſie, priuie pride, preſumption, deadnes of ſpirit, 


and many other wants which breake out when we are in { 

doing Gods will, Thereisnoferuant of God , bur hath a 

wants in his beſt works, ſo we muſt vnderſtand Pal, Rom. ri

And for thu cauſe I ende- 
worr alwates to laue a cleare conſcience towards Cod, and to- 
wards men. This mult we hunger after, and pray for: ſeeing 
it is not ſufficient to abſtame trom euil, but alſo to do good,

1.Coherence. 


Hus much of the three fuſt petitions which cõ- 
cerne God mo follow the other three, which 
concerne our ſelues. In which order we learn to 
pray for thoſe things which concerne God ab- 
ſolutely: and forrhoſe things which concern ourſclues nor 
abſolurly;burſo far forth as they ſhall make for Gods glo- 
tie, the building of his kingdome,and the doing of his will, 
But howdependsthisperitiononthe formet / Inthe firſt 
we were taught toptay, that Gods name might be hallo- 
wed : which is done when God reignes in our hearts, and 
his will is done. Now ſurther, his will is _ inthree 
things: firſt by depending on his prouidence for the thin 
of 15 life: 8.25 , — on his mercie for — 
pardon of ſinne: Thwrdly,by depending on his — and 
might, in reſiſting remprations. And thus will is 
obeyed. 


2.T he meaning. 
B ) By this one meanes of ſuſtaining our bodies and 


tempotarie liues, all other meanes are jor" :As 
meat, drink, clothing, health libertie, peace, 51,19. 
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Theu ſhalt eate thy bread , v. get thy lining in the ſweate of 
thy browes. 

Our of this we learne twoinſtruftions;for why doth the 
Lord teach vs to craue only bread, and not meat and other 
dainties? It is for two cauſes: the firſt is, that we might 
hereby learne frugalitie and moderation in our diet, appa- 
rell, houſes; and be content if we haue no more bur bread, 
ſecing we deſite no more. We muſt not with the Iſraclites 
murmure becauſe they had nothing bur Manna, 

Queſtion. Muſt we vſe Gods creatures onely for neceſ- 
ſitie? Anſwere.We may vſe them not onely for neceſsitie, 
but alſo tor honeſt delight and pleaſure. Pſal. 104. verſ. ig. 
Ged giues wine to malte glad the heart of man: and ode to make 
his face ſhine. And Iohn 1 2, verſ.. Our Sauiour Chriſt al- 
lowed of the fact of Marie, which tooke a pound of oint- 
ment of Spikenard verie coſtly, and anointed his verie feet, 
ſo that all the houſe was filled with the ſmell; though Iu- 
das did eſteeme it waſte. But yet if the Lord ſhall graunt 
but bread , tliat is, ſo much as ſhall hold bodie and ſoule 
togither, wee muſt bee content therewith. 1, Tim. 6, 
verſe 8. Therefore n hen we haue foode and raiment , let v, 
be therewith cautent. This contentation was in Iacob. Gen. 
2 verſe 20. 

A ſecond cauſe is to teach vs that there is a particular 
ptouidence. All men confeſſe that there is a generall pro- 
uidence of God ouer all things: but here we muſt acknow- 
ledge another more eſpeciall, euen in the leaſt things that 
be: becauſe euetie morſell of bread which we eate, would 
no more nouriſh vs than a peace of carth,ora tone, vnleſſe 
God giue his bleſsing vnto it. 

(Datly) The word in the originall is thus much in eſ- 
fect, Bread vnto our eſſence or ſubſtances : then the meaning 
is giue vs ſuch bread fromday today, as may nouriſh out 
ſubltances. Thus prayeth Agur. Prou. 30, verſ. 8. Feed me 
with ſeod cenuenient for me, Some there are which put 
an Angelicall perfection in faſting : bur we are taught in 
Scriptures, that as aboue all things we are to ſecke for 
luſe erernall ; ſo we muſt in thus life nnn 
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and maintaine our naturall bodies ſo long as we liue inthis 
world. Faſting init ſelfe as it is abſtinence, is no part of 
Gods worſhip,but in it own nature, a thing indifferent: and 
therefore it is to be vſed (dit forth as it ſhall further vs in 

raier, and no further. For ſeeing we are taught to pray for 
ſuch food as ſhall preſerue nature, and maintame the vitall 
bloud,we mult nor vſe faſting to the hinderance or deſtru- 
ction of nature. | 

(our bread) 1,Q»eſtion, How is bread ours? 1. Cor. 3 22. 
Te are Chriſti, and all things are yours, So then by meanes of 
Chriſt, bread is called ours. For God hauing giuen Chriſt 
to vs, dooth in him and by him giue all things elſe to vs, 
2, Queſlion. How may I know that the things I enioy are 
mine by Chriſt, and that I doe not vſurpe them? Anſwere. 
1. Tim.4,verſe 4. Paule faith that the creatures of God are 
good, and that the vſe of them is ſanctiſied to vs by the 
word and praier. Ihen if we haue the word of God to tell 
vs that we may inioy and vſe tliem: and alio if we pray to 
God for the right and pure vſe of them, we are no vſur- 
pers . but indeed right owners of them. 3. Queſton , If the 
creatures muſt be made ours by Chriſt, how comes it to 
paſſe that the vngodly haue ſuch aboundance of them? 
Anſwer. We loſt the title and intereſt of the creatures in 
Adam: yet God of his mercie beſtows remporary bleſlings 
vpon the vmult aſwell as vpon the iuſt, but for all that, vn- 
lefſe they bein Chriſt , and hold tlie title of them by him, 
they ſhall in the end turne to their greater comdemna- 
don. 4 
And whereas we call it our bread, we learne that eue- 

ry manmult live of his owne calling, and hisown goods. 
Here alſo is condemned all oppteſlion, ſtealing, lying. cog- 
ging, and other ſuch deceitfull meanes to get wealth and 
N thinke it no ſin to prouide for their families in 
uch order, but in ſaying this petition they pray againſt 
themſelues. 2. Theſlalo. 3.10. He which labuure th not, let 
him n:t cate. Epheſ. 3.2 8. He which ſlole, let him ſteale no more, 
but rather labour with his handes the thing tb. good is. 
(rid) We ſay not here this weeke,this month,this 
F ü age, 
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age but this day;what meanes this? may we not prouide 


fox the time to come? Anſrere, It is lawtull;yea a man is 
bound in good maner to ide for time to come. Arr, 
28. The Apoſtles prouide foe church in Indes againſt 
the time of dearth ſpoken of by Ag abu. And Ieſeph in Xx 
gipt inthe yeeres of plentie ſtorcd vp againſt the yeeresof 
ſacmin. Mherefore in theſe words our fauiour his meaning 
is only to condemne all diſtruſttull care, and ro teach vs to 
reſt on his fatherly goodneſſe from day to day in euery 
ſcaſon : this is noted vnto vs. Numb. 11. Where the /[ſrael:ts 
were commanded to gather no more Manna, then would 
ſerue fot one day, & if they did, it putrified. Wherby God 
tauzht them to reſt on his prouidence euery particuler 
day, and not onthe means. 

(Give v. Not me. I his ſerues to teach vs that a man 
muſt not only regard himſelfe, but alſo be mindfull of o- 
thers. For a man that hath wealth is made a ſteward to de- 
ſtribute his goods to the poore and the good of Gods 
church. True loue ſeckes not her owne things; the bran- 
ches of the vine are loden with cluſters of grapes, not ſor 
themſelues, but for others: che candle os (clic togiue 
others light. 

(Gwe) If bread be ours, wherfore are we to ask itꝭit may 
ſeeme necdlefle.,£n/wer.Nor ſo for hereby we are taught 
to wait on God, ho is the fountaine and the giuer ot all 
bleſſings. Men vſually driuen to this eſtate, vſe euil means, 
as robbing, deceiuing, conſulting with wiſatda & c. Again 
here we leame, that though a man had all the wealth in 
the world, all is nothing without Gods 8 
The richneed not ſay, Give vs &c. for they abun- 
dance already, and what need they aske that which they 
haue? Cnſwer Let a man be neuer ſo rich, and want no- 
thing chat can be deſired, yet if he wants Gods bleſling,in 
effect he wants all. Wherefore euen kings, and the grea- 
teſt perſonages that be, are as much bound to vſe this pe- 
tition as * — Gods bleſing isriches, ſaith Salomon, 
Pro.10,22. Thou maiſt eat and not haue iuougli, be clo- 
ched and not warme, carne wages and put it in a broken 
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bag. Hag. i. verſe. b. If God do not bleſſethee. This bleſ- 
ſing of God is called the flaffe of bread. Eſay 3, 1. Inbread 
there be twothings, the ſubſtance and the vertue from 
Gods bleſſing:this — is, the power of nouriſhing 
is the ſtaffe ot bread. For take away from an aged man luis 
ſaffe,and he fals: and ſo take away Gods blefling from 
bread, it becomes vnprofitable, and ceaſeth ronounſh. 
Laſtly here we ſee that all labour and toile taken in any 
kind of calling is notlung, and auailes not vnleſſe God ſtill 
giue lus bleſſing. Pſalm. 12, 1. 


3. The wants to be bewailed. 


Vr corruptions againſt this petitiõ are two eſpecially. 
O 1. Couetouſneſſe, a vice which is naturally engraffed 
in euery mans heart; it is when a man is not content with 
his preſent eſtate. This deſite is vnſatiable, ſor men would 
be euer hauing of more. Whereſote he which ſhall vſe 
this petition muſt be greeued for this ſin, and pray with 
Dauid. Pſal. 119, 36. Iacline my heart to thy commandm-nts, 
and not to couetouſneſſe. And he mult ſorrow, not ſo much 
for the actof this ſin as for the corruption of nature in this 
behalfe. Couetous people will plead that they are free 
from this vice, but marke mens liues, and we ſhall ſee that 
this is a common diſeaſe, in the moſt as it is noted. Pſal. 4. 
verſe 6. ho will ſhew vs any geodꝰ This thenis a communon 
ſin that we are taught to mourne for. 

2. The ſecond want is qur difſidence and diſtiuſtfulnes, 
for the things ofthis life. Men alſo wil ſhift this off, & ſay, 
they would be ſotrie to diſtruſt God. But if we looke to 
our corrupt nature, man is wonderfull prone to this ſin, for 
being in proſperitie, we are not troubled: but ifonce we be 
preſſed with aduerſitie, then we houle and weepe, and as 
Paule ſaitli. 1 Tim. &, verſe 10. en pearce them/elues thorow 
with many ſorrows, If any ſhall loſe a part of his goods, vat 
then doth he?ſtreighr he goes out to the wiſe man: is this 


to beleeue in God ? No it is to diſtruſt God and beleeue 
the diuell.

J He grace to be deſited is a readineſſe in all eſtates to 

reſt on Gods prouidence, vhatſocur fall out. Pſalme. 
37. f. Cemmit thy way te the Tora, and truſt in him, a: d he ſpal 
bring it to — 6.3. Commit or role thy workes vpen the 
Lord, and thy thoughts ſhall be direſted: Wheteby we are ad- 
moniſhed to take paines in our callings to get meat and 
drinke, &c . If the Lord bleſle not our labour we muſt be 
content: f he doe, we muſt giue him thankes, Now for this 
cauſe we are further to pray to God that he would open 
our eies, and by his ſpirit teach vs in all his good creatures 
to ſee his prouidence, and when meanes faile and are con- 
trarie, then alſo to beleeue in the ſame, 


5. Errors confuted. 


1. P Apiſts teachthat men by workes of grace may merit 
P — and — of — — in this life, 
Bur how can this be? for here we ſee that euery bit of 
bread which we eate, is the free giſt of God without any 
merit ofours. Now, if we cannot merit a peece of bread, 
— A is it to thinke that we can merit life euerla- 
* They alſo are deceined who thinke, that any thing 
comes by meere chance or fortune, without ptoui- 
dence. Indeed in reſpect of men who know not the cauſes 
of things, many chances there are: but ſo, as that they are 
ordered and come to paſſe by Gods prouidence. uke.1o, 
3. By chance there came downe a certain prieſt that way, 


Forgiue vs our debts. 
1 Coherence. 


T Hs isthe fift petition and cheſecond of thoſe which 
concerne our {clues : in the former we craued tempo- 
rall 
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rall bleſſings, in this and the next which followerh , we 
craue ſpirituall bleſſings. Where we may note, that ſeeing 
thete is two petitions, which concern ſpirituall things, and 
but one for temporallʒthat the care for our ſoules muſt be 
double, to the care of our bodies. In the world men care 
for their bodies, their hearts are ſet for wealth and promo- 
tion: they can be content to heare the word onthe ſaborh, 
yet neither then, nor in the weeke day doe they lay it vp 
in their heatts, and practiſe it, which argues that they 
haue little or no care for their ſoules. 

Queſtion, Whatis the cauſe that firſt we craue things for 
the bodie,and inthe ſecond place, thoſe which concerne 
the ſoule* anſ ere. Theorder of the holy Ghoſt in theſe 
petitions is wonderful: for the Lord conſiders the dulneſſe 
and backwardneſſe of mens natures : therefore he traines 
them vp, and drawsthem on by little, euen as a ſchoolma- 
{ter doth his yong ſcholets: propounding vnto them ſome 
elements and principles, and fo carrying them to higher 
points. For the former petition is aſtep or degree to theſe 
two following. He that will reſt on Gods mercie ſor the 
pardon of his ſins, muſt firſt of allreſt on Gods prouidence 
for this life: and he that cannot put his affiance in God for 
the prouiſion of meat and drinke , how ſhall he truſt in 
gods mercie for the ſaluatiõ of his ſoule*Here we may ſee 
the faith of worldlings: they ſay that God is merciſull, and 
that they beleeue in Chriſt: which how can it be true, ſee- 
ing in leſſer matters, as meat and drink, they diſtruſt God, 
as appeares by their couetouſneſſe? 


2 The meaning. 


Ebts) By debts ſinnes are meant, ſo it is in Luke 1 1,4. 
and they are ſo called, becauſe of the teſemblaunce 
betweene them. For euen as a debt doth bind a man, ei- 
ther to make ſatisfaction or elſe to goe to priſon: ſo our ſins 
binds vs either to ſatiſfie Gods iuſtice, or elſe to ſuffer etet- 

nall damnation. 
Fergie.) To forgiue our ſinne, is to couer it, or not to 
im- 
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impute it. Pſal.3 2,1. And this is done when God is con- 
tent of his mercie to accept the death and paſsion of 
Chriſt as a ſufficient paiment and ranſome for mans fins, 
and ſo to eſteeme them as uo ſinnes. And here vnder this 
one benefit, all the reſt of the ſame kind are vnderſtood, 
a5 iuſtiſication, ſanctification, redemption, glorification &c. 


The vſes of the words, 


[3 Ere we may learne many leſſons: the fuſt is, that ſeeing 

we muſt pray thus, teraforgiue che. We muſt hold, 
that there is no ſatiſſaction to Gods iuſtice for ſin by our 
workes, no not in temporary puniſhments:bur that the do- 
ing away of our ſins is of Gods meere fauourʒ ſor to forgiue 
and to ſatiſſie, be contrarie: wherefore the doctrine of hu- 
mane ſatiſfactions, taught in the church of Rome, is vile 
and diueliſh. 

2.Secondly we are taught thus to pray continually from 
day today:where we note the great patience and long ſuſ- 
feng of God, in that we offending daily, yet he ſuffers and 
forbears ſtill and doth not poure out his confuſion vpon vs, 
I his teacheth vs like patience towards our brethen : we

And whenwe ſay, forgiue, not me but v:: we are pur in 
mind to pray not only forthe pardon of our owneſins, but 
likewiſe for our brethren and enemies. Iam. 7, 1 7.Confes one 
to 424ther,and pray one for another; for the prater of the righte= 
0145 4441) etl much af t beſernent , And as ſome thinke; the 
praier of 57ce/ien was a means of the conuerſion of Saul.

4. Wints to be bewaile4. 

He wants to be bewailed are the burden of our ſins, & 

the corruptions of our natures, and the wickednes of our 
liues, and the fins of our youth, and of our old age. Plal. 40, 
12. 9 ius haue taken ſuch hid pon me, that [ am not able to 
looke vp: they are more in number then the hairs of my head: 
therfore mine heart hath ſailed me. I lius with Pauid we are 
to trauell & grone vnder this burden: but this greif for ſin, 
15a rarething inthe world. Men can mourn buterly forthe 
things ofthus life, hut their ſins neuer trouble thẽ. And fur- 
ther, this ſorrow muſt be for ſin, becauſe it isſin, though 
there were neither hell nor diuel, nor conſcience to accuſe, 
nor iudge to reuenge. 


5 .Graces to be deſired. 


He grace which we muſt deſire, is the ſpirit of grace and 
deprecations, Zacha.12,10. Itis that worke of the ſpirit, 
whereby we are inabled to call to God for the pardon of 
vur ſins. A man hauing offended the lawes of a prince, and 
being in dangerof death, will neuer reſt or beat quiet till 
he haue gotten a pardon: euen ſo they which feele and fee 
their ſins, hauing this ſpirit are ſo moued, that tliey can ne- 
uer be at reſt, til in praier they be caſed of their ſins. A man 
may, I grant, babble and ſpeake many words, but he ſhall 
neuer pray effectually, before he haue thus ſpirit of prater 
to make him crie, Alla father. For worldly commodities al 
can ptay: but learne to ptay for the want of Chriſt.

gf eg Heſe words be a part of the fifr petition, for it is 
r put downe with a condition . Forgiue vs as we 
Sor Jorge others : and theſe words depend on the 

ſormer as the reaſon thereof, and it is taken from 
the compariſon of the leſſe to tlie greater, thus: if we who 
haue bur a ſparke of mercie, doc torgiue others: then doe 
thou, who att the fountaine of mercie, forgiue vs: but we 
forgiue others, thetfore do thou forgiue vs. Thus 24.

2 The meaning. 

1. Veftion , Whether is a man bound to ſorgine all 

debtsꝛ. Anſwer. The word debt, in this place is not 
vnderſtodd ofdebt that is ciuill, and comes by lawful bar- 
gaining, but of hurts and dammages which are done vnto 
vs in our bodies, goods, or good name. As for the former 
ciuill debts, a man may exact them, ſo he do it with ſhew- 
ing of mercie. 

2 Cuaſſ ion. How may any man forgiue treſpaſſes, ſeeing 
God only torgiues fin? Anſwer.In cuery treſpaſſe which a- 
ny doe totheir neighbours; there be two offences, one to 
God, another to man. In the fitſt reſpect it is called a ſinney 
that God only forgiues: inthe other teſpect it is called an 
intury or domage, & ſo man may ſorgiue it. When a man is 
robbed, the law is broken by ſtealing, and the iniury that is 
done is againſt a man that hath his goods ſtolne. This in- 
iurie, as it is an iniurie a man may forgiue; but as i is a ſin, he 
cãnot, but God only. 3. Qeſtion. Whether may a mi aright 
pray this petitiõ, & yet ſu him at the law, who hath iniuried 

im. Anſ yea, for a man may in an holy maner ſuc mn 
or 
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for an iniurie: and as a ſouldier in lawfull war may kill his 
enemie, and yet loue him: ſo may a manforgiue an iniurie, 
and yet ſeeke ina chtiſtian maner the remedie: but in do- 
ing of this we muſt obſerue fiue things. 1. We are to take 
heed of all priuate reuenge, and inward hatred; which if 
we conceiue, we do not forgiue. 2. We muſt take heed 
of offence, and haue care that our doings be not ſcanda- 
lous to the church. 3. Out ſruites muſt be taken in hand 
tomaintaiue godly peace: for if all iniuries were put vp, 
thete would be no ciuill ſtare or gouernment. 4. It muſt 
be, that the partie offending may bee chaſtiſed, and hee 
brought to repentance for his fault: for if many men were 
not tepreſſed, they would grow worſe. g. Law muſt be the 
laſt remedie, as Pluſitions vie deſperate remedies , when 
weaker will not ſerue: euen ſo mult we vſe law, as the laſt 
meanes when all other faile. The dealing of the world in 
this caſe is no example for vs to follow. For through rage 
and ſtomacke they will abide no priuate agreement, 

therefore they vſe the law in the firſt place, ſo did the Co- 
rinthians, but what ſaith Paule, 1. Cor. 6,7. It 1s viterly 4 


fault among But if the law be vſed aright, a Chriſtian may 


ue at law, and loue the partie ſued : for there is difference 
berweene dealing againſt a man before a Magiſtrate, and 
the dealing of one priuate man with another. For priuate 
dealing is commonly teuenge, and therefore vnlawtull.

He ve ef this clauſe is verie profirable,for it ſhewes vs 

a luely Tine, whereby our conſciences may be aſſured 
of thepardonof our ſinnes. Indeed many vie theſe words 
long and often, yer find no aſſurance of pardon ; and the 
cauſe is, becauſe they haue no deſire of Gods mercie, nor 
willingneſſe to forgiue men: which if they had, then the 
forgiueneſle oftheur fumes ſhould hereby be ſcaled vnto 
them. Wherefore if any would be perſuadedof Gods 
mercie inthis point, let them deſcend into their on ſouls, 


and ſcareh them narrowly, ifrhey can find their hearts as

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readie to forgiue, as they are readie to deſue forginenelle 
at Gods hand, then they may aſſure themſelues of Gods 
mercie in Chriſt, as we are taught by out Sauiour Chriſt, 
Mat. c, v. Bleſſed ar? the merci ſull, for they ſtall obtaine mer- 
eie. Conſider theſe compariſons, A man walking vadera 
wall ina cold ſunnie days heated ot che wall which fult 
receiued heate fromtlie Sunne: fo he that ſhewerh mer. 
cie to others, hath firſt recemed mercie from God. Al. 
ſo take apeece of waxe , and put to a ſeale; it leaueth an 
unpreſsionor marke like it ſelte in the waxe: which when 
a man lookes on, he doth certainly know that there hath 
beene a ſeale, the print whereot is leſt behind : E- 
uen ſo it is in euenie one that hath teadineſſe to forgiue o- 
thersby it a chriſtian may eaſily know that Cod harh ſea- 
led to bim the forgiuenes of his ſius. euen in his heart ther- 
fore let men looke into theit harts, whether they haue any 
affection to forgiue others, for that is as it were the print 
in their hearts of Gods mercie towards them in forgi- 
wag them. 
ume there arc which pray for pardon at Gods hand: 
but they cannot brooke it, that they ſhould ſorgiue theit 
neighbours. Hereupon come theſe ſayings; I may forgiue 
him, but I will not forget him: he may come in my Pater 
veſler, but he ſhall not come in my Creed, Behold the Di- 
uels logicke . which makes malice to be charitie.

Becauſe 
ſorgiueneſſe of finnes, and wonderfull temptations bee 
inſeparable companions in this life : which ching we find 
to be true, both in Gods worde, and in Chriſtian expe- 
rience: there is no manin this world ſo beaten, and but- 
fered with temptations, as the penitent ſinner that cries 
moſt bitterly tor the pardon of his ſumes. Tins is the 
eſtate, that few mon in the world are acquamted with. 
For they are neuer troubled with temptation, bur live 
in all peace and quietneſſe both in bodie and ſoule. Luke 
i, verſe e 1. hen the ſfrong mas armed keepes his holde, 


the things that he poſſeſſeth are in peace. Euen fo the wic 


ked of the world beeing poſleſſed of Sathan, are not a 
whit moleſted by him with anie temptations: Neither 
need he, ſeeing hee hath them at commaundement to 
doe whar hee will. But when. a man once beginnes to 
make conſcience of ſinne, and to ſue vnto the Lord for 
pardon of his offences: and {till continues in diſlike of 
finne, and Sathan: then the enemic beſtirres him, and 
vſeth all meanes to bring that man to: confuſion : hee 
oftererh all maner of temptatiom ro moleſt him, and 
neuer affoords thus poore f1nner ame reſt, Herevpon, he 
ſor feare of beeing ouercome, contuually mult pray vn- 
to the Lotd, That he may not bee ledde into tempta- 
tion. 
Here ſome Chriſtian conſcience may teaſon thus. No 
man is ſo troubled with ſinne and Sathan, as I: Therefore 
Im notin Gods fauor, but am a plaine caſtaway. Anſwers 
Hpardonof finne and temptations 80 togither, all is con- 
trarie. If thou hadſt nogrietefortmne , no buffetiogs of 
thine enemies, the fleſh, the world, and the diuell, chou 
couldeſt nat be in Gods fauour, but vnderthe power of 
Sathan; Now this great meaſure of the ſpitituall tempta- 
tions, is a ſigne rather oſ Gods loue.

(Temptation) Temptation is nothing elſe, but the in- 
tiſement of the ſoule or heart, eithet by the corruption ot 
mans nature, or the allurements of the wotld, orthe diuell, 
to any ſinne. Iam. i, verſ. 13. G4 rempts no man. That is, God 
moues no man to ſinne. 

(Lead vs not) Or carie vs not into temptation. To be led, 
is to be ouercome of the temptation when it preuailes and 
gets the victorie. Thenthe meaning is this. When we 
are mooued or imiſed to ſin, Lord keepe vs that we be not 
ouercome: and giue thou an iſſue with the temptation. 

Queſlion. God is iuſt and cannot ſinne: but it he lead men 
into tempration,ſhall he not be the authour of ſinne . Anſ. 
Indeed many fearing to charge. God with ſinne, read the 
words thus, Suffer vs not io be fed. But the text is very plain, 
Lead, ox carrie vs not. And the Scriptures elſewhere vſe 
the like phraſes of God. Exod. , verſ:. God is ſaid to har- 
ben Phar ass heart. 2. Sam. 24, 1. The Lord mA Dauid to 
number 5 Theſ. z, verſ. i 1. God ſent fireng deluſions 
that men might leleeue lies. Theſe and ſuch like places haue 
a worthie meaning, thus to be gathered. There is no action 
of man, or of the diuell, abſolurely euill: bur although in 
ſome reſpectz it be euill.y et in ſome other it is good: for we 
are not to think that as there is a maine good, ſo alſo there 
1s a maine euill. Thus then, temptation being an action, it 
is not in euery reſpect euill: but in ſome —— ſome euill.

is laid tobe Gods, becauſe he is abſolute polleſſor and ow-

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we may gather a ſtrong motiue to induce vs to pray vnto 
him alone.

As we haue craued theſe things at thy hands, O Lord, ſo 
we do beleeue that for Chriſts ſake, in thy good time thou 
wilt graunt them to vs. Therefore, this part is more excel- 
lent then rhe former, by how much our faith is more ex- 
cellent then our deſire, For in this word is contained the 
teſtification of our faith, whereas the petitions are onely 
teſtifications of our deſites. And as it is intlie end, ſo alſo 


is the ſeale of our praiers to make them authenticall, andic * 


is to be vſedſ( as I take it) not only for this end to anſwer the 
miniſter, but alſo to teſtiſie our faith for the thing deſired. 
2. Graces to be deſired. 
Hr we are taught, what grace we are to ſhe in prai- 
er. We muſt labour to giue aſlent to Gods promiſes 
when we pray, & ſtriue again doubting & vnbe lief. fork, 
Lord I beleeue, Lord belp mine vnbelceſ. Pſa. 42, 1 1. by 
art thou caſt dimm my ſoul? and why art the diſquieted in met 
wait on God, 

Many there are that wil ſtand vpõ theſtrengthof their 
Fairh,& plead fot themſelues that they neuer doubted, but 
they are fat wide: for true ſaich being imperfect, is alwais ac- 
copamed wit h doubting more or leſſe. Wherſore the hart 
that feels no doubring, is not filled with faith. but with pre- 
ſuwpuon. As for th which are moleſted with doubtings, 
and complaine of them, they haue leſſe cauſe to feare, tor 
as fite and water do neuer ſtriue till they meet: no more 
doth doubting and faith, til faith be wroughtin the heart. 

To conclude, we ſee what an excellent worke praier isʒ in 
which, twomoſt excellent graces of a Chriſtian man be 
ſhewed forth, hungering after mercy, and faitli: thus might 


moue mc to lern to pray, praiet being the exerciſe of grace. 


Of theſe of the Lords Prater, 
* principal vſe of the Lords praiet is to direct Gods 
church in making their praiers in all places, at all times, 
& vpõ al occaſions, though their praiers ſhould be inume- 
rable: and vnleſſe they be framed after this, they cannot be 
right. In the vſing of it for directiõ ther be tlueethings re · 
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quired. i. The fuſtis the knowledge of the Lords praier, & 
all the parts thereof, Hethat would pray, by it muſt vnder- 
ſtand = meaning tliereoſ, the wants therein to be bewai- 
led, and the graces to be deſited, ſor wluch end it hath 
ben expounded. 2. Knowing this, there is in the ſecond 
place required thus much skil, tliat he be able to tefet eue- 
ry want and grace to one of the 6. petitions: for example, 
feeling in hunſelfe pride of heart, he mult be able to ſay, 
this is a want in the 1. petition: and feeling a rebellion and 
ſlownes in doing Gods commandement, he muſt be able 
to ſay, this is a ſin to — againſt in the 3.perino, T hus 
euery want he muſt reter to his proper head; againe, he 
muſt refer euety grace to be debe to one of the ſix peti- 
tions as ſtrength in temptation to the ſixt: affiance in Gods 
prouidence to the fourth, knowledge of God to the firſt 
&c. and ſo in the reſt.ʒ. Inthe third place, he muſt before 
he pray, conſider what be his wants and imperfections 
which moſt trouble hum, as alſo the graces which he 
would obtaine; then for the helping of his memorie, he 
muſt goe to the petitions, and he muſt ſer thoſe things 
firſt in his mind, which do concerne the firſt petitionʒ and 
thoſe which concerne the 2. petition, muſt haue the ſe- 
cond place in his mind, and fo he muſt proceed in order as 

he ſhall liaue occaſion. Thus a man keeping in mind the 
order of the petitions as they ſtand, ſnall be able by refer - 
ring euery grace and want to his proper head, to make di- 

| aiet: and to varric it as time, place, and other occa- 
ſions ſhall moue him. 

æeſtion. Mult we of neceſzitie follow all the petitions 
in conceiuing a . nſwere,No,bur only thote which 
doe principally belong to the time, place, and occaſion,as 
Paule maketh apraier.Cele{.1,9.10, And all the points of 
it may be referred tothe third and laſt petitions. 

Again, a Chriſtian man may make an excellent conſeſ- 
ſion of his fins by this praier :af he ſhall, keeping the order 
of the peritions,confelle and bewaile the ſins whuch euery 
petition requires vs to pray againſt, And it ſerues to make 
a thankeſgiuing to God, thus: let a man remember all the

graces which he hath receiued from God , let him then 
refer the to the petitions, & giue thanks to God after the 
order of them, turning cuery petition into a thanks giuing. 


Of the circumſtances of praier. 

Nueſſ. i. Whether a man is to vſe a voice in praier? Anſ. 
In publike praier it is requiſit that there be a voice: for the 
Min. isthe mouth of the people, and to the praier which 
he conceiues, they giue aſſent. For priuat prater, vſingof a 
voice is conuenient; yet ſo as it may be done in ſilence. v. 
the Lord gaue vs the voice, as well as the heatt to bleſſe 
him withall. Iam. 39. 2. God created the tongue as well as 
the heart; and ſo will be praiſed by both. 3. The voice of 
ten ſtirs vpthe heart: and againe, the vehemencie of affe- 
ction doth often draw out a voice;the voice then in ptiuat 
ptaier is tequiſit yet in ſome caſes may be omitted, for it is 
not abſolutly neceſſarie. eſes and Ana praied in ſilence. 

Queſtion . What geſture is to be vſed in praier? An- 
ſwver. The word doth not aftoord any certain directiõ. Our 
ſauiour and his diſciples praied in divers geſtures:kneeling, 
ſtiding,groucling, looking to heauen, looking down tothe 
earth, fitting, lyiwg,&c,Luke 1141. Acts. 7. God teſpects 
not the geſture, but the aſſectiõ of the hart: et two things 
muſt alwaies be in geſture, i. chat it be comly. a. hat it do 
firly expreſſe the atic&tion of the heart: as when we aske 
mercy to !ooke to heauen;when we bewaile our ſinnes, to 
looke downward, &c. 

Queſtion. 3. What place mult we pray in? An. The place is 
ſet don, 1. Ti. z. S. we may pray in al places: of whichthere 
is no difference. Some will ſay that in the time ofthe law, 
the tabernacle & temple were places of diuine ptaier? An. 
The Temple and Tabernacle were tipes of Chriſt and his 
church, and the vnity of it but no, we hauing the thing it 
ſelf ignified therby, may pray in al places. Our ſauior ptai- 
ed in the wildernes, on the Mount, Peter on the houſe top, 
Pal by the ſea ſhore : yet ſo that publike praier muſt 
vſed in publike places, as churches, chapels, &c. not be- 
cauſe in them is more holmes, but for ordet ſakke.

The firſt in hismercy, when he 
grants the requeſts of ſuch as call vpon lum in the feare of 
his name. Secondly he heares mens praiers in his wrath, 
Thus he gauethe Iſraelits quailes according to their de- 
fire, Plal. g, 29, 30,3 1. Thus often men curſe themſelues, 
and wiſh that they were dead: and accordingly they haue

Ateſt. a. Why doth God defer to heare the praiers of his 
ſcrumnts?. A ſwer. i. to proue them by delay. 2. co exerciſe 
their faith. 3. to make them acknowledge that the things 
which they receiue are Gods gifts, and not from them-
